Denver, July 15.—Two dead, five 


injured and two missing and proper- 
ty damage of at least two million dol- 
lars were the facts known at noon to- 
day in connection with last night's 
flood. 


The dead are Frank Hill and Mrs 


Lidia Bickford, aged 65. 


The missing are Zoe Wallace, and 


Albert Clay. 


The injured are: J. G. 
Stafford. 


Lula A. Turner, . Mary Higgins, and 
Fred Emerson. 


Semi official figures compiled at 


noon today include damage items as 
follows: — 


City streets and sewers $500,00. 
Stocks in 
wholesale 
district at 
least $1,000,000. 


Tramway, business and residence 


property $500,000. 


Hundreds of men, women and children 


are homeless, a number of deaths are 
rumored, a million and a half dollars 
worth of property is in ruins here to- 
day as the result of a cloudburst 
which resulted in the overflow of the 
shallow bed of-Cherry Creek through 
this city from ten o'clock to midnight 
last night. 


The big city auditorium today is 


a refuge camp. At dawn 500 of the 
homeless were gathered here and are 
being fed by the city . Twenty-five 
children from six months to six years 
old, 
whose parents may have been 


lost, arc in the care of a police ma- 
tron. 


After directing relief 
and 
rescue 


work all night, Mayor Arnold or- 
ganized relief parties at dawn to be- 
gin the search of the course of the 
flood which is 
a trail of wrecked 


dwellings and other debris heaped 
into the current of the South Platte 
river. 


The chamber of commerce opened 


a relief subscription 
this morning. 


The flood is without parallel in the 
history of the city. 


Unless it is decided to play a short-

.tournament today will be postponed, 
the flood, having-, crossed-the- course, 
reducing the available holes to nine. 


Reports along the course of Cherry 


Creek early today indicate on aug- 
mentation of the loss of properly in 
outlying districts.

source to the city hall just before the 
crest of the flood of the city, many 
could not have escaped death. 


Scores fled in their night clothes 


and that many were caught in the 
flood while sleeping is the general be- 
lief. The crest of the cloudburst was 
preceded by a storm with a wind ve- 
locity of 48 miles an hour at three 
o'clock 
yesterday afternoon. 
After 


two hours of hard rain the streets 
and sewers were flooded, tramway 
lines were out of commission, hun- 
dreds were marooned in the parks 
around the city 
and fifty miles of 


roadway was destroyed. 


Then came a lull o£ four hours dur- 


ing which the car lines were return- 
ing to schedule. 
At about 9:30 last 


night the cry of warning of the com- 
ing flood reached the city hall and 
Slayer. Arnold. 


Within thirty minutes a well of 


water many feet high descended upon 
the city from Cherry Creek, which 
flows through 
the 
country 
club 


ground, passing within live blocks of 
the city hall, the county hospital, the 
west side court house, out to the 
South Platte, five miles distant. 


It ripped out concrete walls that 


confined it for two miles, destroyed 
bridges and hundreds of small dwell- 
ings, 
driving 
the 
occupants 
from 


their homes or 
to the roofs, from 


which they were rescued by members 
of 
police 
and 
fire 
departments. 


Reaching the Union station the tor- 
rent spread three feet in depth in the 
yard, putting loco'motive fires out, 
marooning several hundred passen- 
gers and closing the city to incoming 
or outgoing traffic. 


In half an hour miles of .tramway 


lines were put out 
of commission 


while a sewer undermined broke and 
flooded Capitol Hill, the aristocratic 
section of the city.

as plainly as Galileo saw

planet as a minute disc, the moons as

accomplish their orbital revolutions. 


Larger Than Our Own Moon. 


Now these luminous bits are really 


considerable bodies, as satellites go. 
All but one are larger than our own 
moon. 
Satellite I., (that nearest the 


planet) is 2,500 miles, in 
diameter.

2,162 miles. Satellite II., the smallest

Following Their Motions. 


By -comparing distances and 
mo- 


tions it is possible to identify 
each 


satellite and follow its changes of 
position. For instance, the compara- 
tively slow moving Satellite IV. which 
on the last night of June appears to 
the eastward of the planet, has passed 
to the west by the night of July 1. 
On the night of July 4, it attains its 
greatest western elongation. Then it 
swings back towards Jupiter and by- 
the night of the 9th has passed be- 
hind the planet to its eastward side. 
In-the next eight clays it moves to its 
greatest eastern elongation and back 
again to the 
neighborhood, of 
the 


planet, thus completing its 16-day cir- 
cuit.

though the moons are moving around 
Jupit«r 
in almost 
circular orbits, 


these orbits are turned edgewise to 
us, so that the moon's apparent mo- 
tion is almost in a straight line, back 
and forth along the ecliptic!

Eclipses, Transits, Occulations. 


On certain occasions one of

moons will be'Invisible. This means 
that it is either in transit 
(moving

being known," the speed of light co'uld 
thus be computed. 


Modern astronomers have reversed 


this process. 
They have determined 


the velocity of light by experimental 
methods more exactly than was pos- 
sible by that just described, fixing it 
at 186,324 miles, a 
second.

knowing the time it takes for . sun- 
light to reach the earth, they 
have 


been, able to calculate the sun's dis- 
tance with great accuracy and, from 
that "astronomical unit,'' the distance 
of other heavenly bodies. 


On the night of July 23 Jupiter will 


be near the moon, which is their near- 
ing full, and from that time on, as 
well as for two or three nights pre- 
vious, it will not be so easy to watch 
the motions of the satellites as earlier 
in the month.

Raisin Tarts.—Chop a cup of stoned 


raisins and add a quarter of a cup.of 
shaved citron. 
Add the grated rind1 


and juice of a lemon, a cup of sugar 
and one egg beaten slightly. Mil small 
pastry shells with the mixture ana lay 
a few strips of the pastry criss-cross 
over the' top, and bake. 


Cut rounds of pastry and pair them 


off, using a thimble to cut three cir 
cles out; of half of the rounds, spread 
with jelly after they are baked, and 
press the round that has the circles 
taken from it over the other. The 
jelly will press up through the opening 
and make a very pretty tart. 


Orange and Pear Tart,—Line a tart 


tin with pastry and bake. Take from 
the oven and fill with sections of or- 
ange, leaving a space in the center; 
fill this with finely chopped 
pear, 


which may be either canned or fresn. 
Dust with powdered sugar and gar- 
nish with fresh leaves of mint. If that 
is not obtainable, geranium leaves may 
be used. 


Ambrosia Tarts.—Fill tart shells 


with the sections of 
orange

which the membrane has been re- 
moved; sprinkle with, freshly-grated 
cocoanut and powdered sugar. 


Cocoanut Tartlets.—Line some tart 


pans with pastry and fill with the fol

Some of the diseases that 
may be communicated from flesh 
meat can ba rvolded by thor- 
ough cooking, others can not, so 
that If pork or beef is used, care 
should be used In Its selection.

Principles Not-lndiv!dua{s Are Things 


to 
be 
Considered, 
Says 


Pastor in Sunday Morn- 


ing Address. 


Progress as the justification of life 


in every .field, as well as. in the field 
of religion, •-was emphasized by the 
Rev. Dr.-David-Beaton in his Sunday 
morning sermon at the Congregational 
church. 
"One great... and glorious 


thing about everything in this world," 
said Dr. Beaton, "is that it is living and 
growing. When a thing doesn't show 
life, we bury it.'' 


"The Progressive Purpose of Salva- 


tion" was the subject discussed 
by 


Dr. Beaton yesterday, his-next being 
taken from the Epistle of Paul to the 
Hebrews, the first .chapter and 
the 


fourteenth verse: "Are they not all 
ministering spirits,.sent forth to. min- 
ister for them .who shall be heirs 
of 
salvation."' 


"The note of the future.is. a very 


constant one in the New Testament," 
said Dr. Beaton, "and is characteris- 
tic of the Prophets and their work. 


"Those who have visited in moun- 


tainous countries know that in climb- 
ing the mountains you have to pass 
through a great many different kinds 
of country. From afar, off you 
may 


look at the peak and 
think 
how 


beautiful it is, but before you reach it, 
you will perhaps 
travel 
far 
and 


through many kinds of country. First 
here are. the lowlands, often swampy 
regions, and then comes what 
are 


called the forests of the 
foothills. 


Often when the traveller reaches 
the. 


forests'of the foothills, he is tired and 
confused, and he begins to think 
he 


will never see the fair valleys. I have 
often thought that Christian men and 
women .are in the same difficulties as 
the mountaineer in the marshes and 
forests of the foothills. 


"I am going to take you to the top 


of the mountain this morning. 
I 


want you to forget the difficulties and 
ascend with resolution to the top to 
see what God sees. One of the things 
a man who is to be of use to others 
and to himself needs is the 
divine 


point of view. Our feelings are likely 
to be. narrow and provincial, and as 
long as we are swayed by them, in- 
stead of being high and noble in our 
lives, we will be narrow and bigoted. 
They need continually to be educated 
and taught to see, and they only can 
be taught as we get God's point 
of 


view. God never gets angry at the in- 
dividual, but at principles. 
In. his- 


tory, individuals perish, but the prin- 
ciples move on. 


God's patience is the most marvel- 


ous thing I know of. Some of us have 
during the past ten to 
twenty-five 


years been interested in what 
are 


called the new ideas. One of these is 
that the creation was not 
accom- 


plished suddenly but ages were taken 
to accomplish it. 
I have lived 
in 


South Dakota,'which is famous for its 
fossil formations, 
most 
marvelous 


illustrations of the era of ferns and 
water plants and animals. 
What a 


long march there was through the 
years where the world ' was coming 
out of darkness. An interpretation of 
all these things, an 
interpretation 


given by the medical. profession, and 
men of science, and hot merely 
a 


minister's interpretation, is.that 
the 


purpose of tGod through all .creation 
was to produce .at. last a brain and 
mind that would love and serve him. 
The purpose of God -was progressive. 


"God 
through all infinity has been 


preparing for himself the souls 
of 


men and women, that might serve him. 
In the present day. there are indica- 


• tions of awakening for reforms 
and 


betterment of the conditions of man- 
kind that to my mind are indications 
of the coming of God." 
'. . 


Dr. Beaton spoke of the .changes in 


political systems at 
different ages, 


tending toward political equality, be- 
ginning with the uprising of the pleb- 
ians ' against . the 
plutocrats 
in 


Athens 
speaking 
: of • the 
con- 


tinual _ rebellions 
of 
the 
lower 


classes. ; 
:o£ oRme when it was in 
its 


glory, and particularly 
emphasizing 


the story of the battle of .the English 
peasants, started by the poem, "Piers 
Plowman/' when, the ..people, were 
brought into a. realization 
of" their 


down-trodden condition through 
Wy- 


cliffe's translation of the Bible 
into 
his own tongue. 
"That was the cry 


of the sons of God to come into their 
heritage," said the speaker. 
"•! "be- 


lieve the angels of God were minister- 
ing to the spirits of these men." 


The months of June and July are 


our conference months, but in Eng- 
land and Scotland they hold their 
great conferences in May. And it is 
a great time in those countries. 
Per- 


haps the most remarkable men and 
women of the country meet and speak 
on the platform at those meetings. 
And.there is about them a largeness 
of vision. They realize that you can- 
not deprive a man of material and 
social privileges, and expect to 
give 


certain religious privileges in lieu of 
them. 


"A great many of the citizens of 


the United States -think that it is dis- 
inguished for its political 
freedom, 


but I have said it before, and I wish 
to say it again here in my own church 
that the United States is far more 
backward in that respect 
than 
is 


Great Britain. We do not have the 
control over the United States Senate 
and '-. the 
House of 
Representatives 


that the people of England have over 
Parliament. 
The members of 
the 


houses of Congress are less responsive 
to the wishes of the- people of. 
the 


United States than are the members 
of -Parliament 
to 
the 
desires 


of 
the 
English 
people. 
Our 


past fifty years th,e idea that has been 
dawning on us is that the great mass 
of the people, especially the children, 
must possess the God-given privilege 
of education,. We are satisfied 
no 


longer that the children, should go out 
of the school unprepared to earn 
a 


living, and vocational schools 
have 


been established. 
Further than this, 


I think steps'will be. taken,'looking to 
the health of "the "'cnild'£'1?ody. Every; 
child will'Vbe: examined^physically and 


will be recognized as. a possible citi- 
zen, Worthily framed in a body and 
soul for citizenship. 


"The authorities have been 
com- 


pelled to recognize the awakening of 
the public conscience to the evils of 
gambling, intemperance, the 
social 


evil and other forms of vice, and the 
world is becoming better. 
All these 


questions, however, 
belong 
to the 


great question of the betterment 
of 


the common people. You cannot save 
a man's soul without saving his body. 


"It is a long road to the mountain 


top and the 
way is difficult. 
Have 


you seen the vision from the mountain 
top, and are you ••willing to come down 
and labor and pray in: order to realize 
.the glorious visi&ii?1'

John Fer'guson Winner of First Prize 


In Gazette 
Contest 
for,.'

Sctfuts—His Account. 


John Ferguson was the winner of 


the first prize offered by the Janes- 
ville Gazette for the best account of 
the Boy Scout's hike to 
Edgerton, 


July 3, 4, and 5 and his account, pub- 
lished in full, appears below. 


"The first hike of the year 
1912 


taken by the Boy Scouts started at 
8:40 Wednesday morning. 
We first 


got lined up and 
had 
(our) 
the 


Gazette photographer snap us after 
which we crossed the railroad bridge 
and started off on the river road. Wo 
made a very jolly party starting out 
as we sang 
and 
whistled all the 


popular songs. 


The weather was ideal for the hike. 


At first the sky looked as though it 
might rain, but it cleared off later. 
The sun hardly shone at all, so we had 
a cool time of it at first. Later 
tae 


sun came out and 
shone in all its 


glory. 
Then it was hot hiking. As 


each scout had to carry beskles his 
grub for three meals, a blanket and 
a half a clog-tent we, putting it mildly, 
felt the heat. 
The scout shirts oil 


most of the boys were regular mops 
from perspiration. 
One scout com- 


plained that 
we wouldn't 
have to 


make a camp-fire. 
He said that he 


had broiled bacon and boiled potatc.es 
in his knapsack already prepared by 
the help of the sun and his perspira- 
t'on. 
We had 
a horse and 
wagon 
to 


carry our large tents and camp uten- 
sils. The horse was called Gunpow- 
der. , All the 
smaller boys had 
a 


chance to drive him. Some complain- 
ed that it took as-much 
muscle to 


hold Gunpowder in at the end o£ the 
line as it took to march. 


We left the horse and wagon, 
at 


the place where the road turns to go 
to the poor farm, while we turned In 
and cut through the stone quarries 
and Crystal Springs. As we came out 
.on the road again we 
joined 
the 


wagon and continued our hike. . 


Indian Ford was reached at ll:ud. 


We at once proceeded to 
buy the 


candy store out of pop. A Mr. Cox 
gave us the use of his front yard and 
boiled some water for our coffee. We 
were supposed to leave the Ford at 
three but as we were fresh and eager 
to continue we left at 1:30. 
Edger- 


ton was made about 3:30 o'clock. One 
of the-boys carried a pedometer. This 
was consulted very often during the 
hike, At Edgerton our "speedometer" 
registered thirteen and 
one-quarter 


miles. 


Two Edgerton boys on wheels met 


us near the Ford and escorted us to 
the city. Mr. Fletcher met us there 
;and treated us with lemonade. 
We 


were to have the high-school athletic 
grounds to camp on and the use of a 
fine tent. 
• All helped to 
pitch camp, 
after 


which supper was 
eaten and Gun- 


powder cared for. We then had from 
6:00 
to 9:00 to ourselves. 
The local 


scouts showed us the town and their 
cozy club rooms. We spent some time 
and 
money on 
fire crackers 
also. 


Blowing a small condensed milk can in- 
to the air with cannon crackers was 
a source of fun. 
We turned in at 9:30 and guardi was 


mounted until 11:00 when taps were 
sounded iand all lights put out. Very 
few slept much the'first night, and all 
responded to reville at 5:00. Roll call 
andi breakfast were disposed of, after 
which some took a shower-bath in the 
school basement. 
From seven until 


eight we had a strenuous military 
drill. At nine we paraded to the lair 
grounds, where we spent the day. 


It started to rain during our dinner, 


so we had to get under cover. 
After 


it cleared off we hitched up Gunpowder 
and hiked1 back to camp. The ground 
was soaked and as most o£ the tents 
were left open we had 
to give 
up 


sleeping out. We spread our blankets 
on the basement, floor 
of the 
high- 


school that night. Reville was sound- 
ed again at an earlier hour and camp 
broke, (immediately after breakfast. 


We left 
Edgerton 
at 
6:20 
and 


marched to Janesville. 
Some of the 


boys had to ride on account of blisters 
caused by wearing new shoes. 
One 


farmer treated us to some milk which 
was enjoyed by all. 
Crystal Springs was reached at 9:30. 


Here we ate our dinner and enjoyed 
a fine swim. At 3:00 we started out- 
last stage of the hike. At Pleasant 
and Prospect avenue 
we were 
dis- 


missed by Captain Jaeke after voting 
the people of Edgerton to. be excel 
lent hosts."

at the Boy Scouts* . camp at the old 
chautauciua grounds according^to. the 
plans which have been perfected by 
Scoutmaster Hans ••Jaeke,-Mri*-. charge 
of the summer field work. Alter' the 
initial work incident to the installing 
of the camp and arranging^ for the 
physical welfare of the boys, 
Mr. 


Jaeke turned his attention at once to 
some plan by which he could effective- 
ly maintain a record of each boy's 
ccmduct and whereabouts while in the 
camp, and by means of two report 
systems which were inaugurated to- 
day he seems to have solved the prob- 
lem most satisfactorily. 


Beginning today the day was divid- 


ed into five guard 
periods of 
two 


hours each with one patrol leader and 
one scout composing 
each 
guard. 


These guard squads have charge 
of 


the lists of the scouts who go in and 
out of the camp and a record is kept 
of each boy's goings and comings with 
the time. 
These lists are posted at 


the guard, tents and are handed over 
to the Scoutmaster each day and later 
will be giy^ii to the scout commission- 
ers for inspection. 
No hoy is allowed 


to leave the' camp without permission 
from Scoutmaster Jaeke. 
He. must 


have a good excuse or reason for leav- 
ing and must report on leaving to the 
guard and likewise on returning. 


The report for duty 
is a second 


means devised to keep track, of 
the 


boys. By this means it can be known 
at just what times during the day and 
night the scouts are 'under the direct 
charge of the Scoutmaster, and when 
they are free from his 
supervision. 


By this record it will be shown just 
when he is responsible for the boy's 
conduct and their whereabouts. 


Owing to the fact that no consoli- 


dated mess has been arranged, it is 
necessary for 
each boy to go home 


once a day to secure provisions. 


On leaving the camp for these ex- 


tended periods the scouts report off 
duty and on returning they report on 
duty. All the time that they are in 
camp they are on duty and are conse- 
quently under the supervision of the 
scoutmatser. 


Scoutmaster Jaeke stated today that 


he was anxious to secure the co-oper- 
ation of the parents in carrying out 
this scheme of discipline. 
He stated 


that they had a large number of call- 
ers at the camp already and that par- 
ents nd others interested seemed well 
pleased with the arrangements made 
thus far. 
Suggestions and assistance 


in carrying out the camp 
discipline 


system will be welcomed.1 
The re- 


cords will be on file at the Scoutmas- 
ter's tent and may be inspected 
at 


any time. 


Penalties .for boys disobeying the 


camp regulations will consist of terms 
in the guard house and boys thus held 
will be required to do additional work.
